To the Bdttor of The Chicago Tribune - 

Sim: Your editorial on insurance, showing its 
absolute necessity to the business-men, proper- 
ty-owners, and the very life of the city, will, I 
trust, be carefully perused, and sfnk deep in the 
minds of the thinking portion of the community. 
On insurance depends the safety of the creditor, 
the family’s welfare, and the possibility of ne- 
gotiating, not only the necessary loans for the 
improvement of individual real estate, but our 
corporate bonds. Depiive the city of insurance, 
and its credit is at once destroyed; our mier- 
chants and manufacturers can buy only for cash; 
real estate will depreciate, and a luxuriant carpet 
of grass and weeds will cover our Nicolson pave- 
ments. 

Every inhabitant of Chicago is to a great ex- 
tent dependent on instance, which creates the 
confidence making building, manufacturing. 
shipping, and trade possible. The advantages 
and necessity of iusurance-protection are 60 wel! 
known and underst thatit is aimost incredi- 
ble to tind some individuals (who are probabiy 
writing Only for buncombe) éndeavoilng to 
create a prejutiice against the system, and 
arguing. or pretenting to argue, that because 
insurance, like other good things. is liable to 
abuse, it should be avolhed. According to 
this argument, if a certain class of newspapers 
live by blackmaiiing, the press should be abel- 
ished; because quacks creep into the profession. 
abolish the pbysicians; because a preacher one 
in a while falls from grace, abolish the preach- 
elm; aud 86 oh. But, while all kiow the in- 
surance profession is liable to abuses, and in- 
surance Companies; like any other business-en- 
terprises, how a proportion of failures, through 
misfortune, incompetence, and dishonesty, tis 
article is essential as clothibg or groberies, and 
must be had from some q. larter.

sions which this pauperism, idleness, crime, and 
demoralization on the one hand, and oppressive 
taxation on the other, may assume, can be 
measured only by the amount of wealth swept 
away in the conflagration. 

We do not mean to say that insurance com- 
panies can restore capital once destroyed. They 
can do no more than make compensation for 
the destruction. But this compensation, coming, 
as it does, from wealth held in reserve to fill up 
any vacuum created in the medium of produo- 
tion, acts, toa certain extent, like the creation 
of new wealth, and takes the place of that 
which was destroyed. It does not re- 
store what the flames consumed, but 
it keeps the machinery of commerce 
running all the time; it causes the production 
of wealth to proceed without interruption; by 
distributing the loss among a large number of 
persons it prevents the stream of capital which 
drives the wheels of industry from running dry 
at any time, inasmuch as it holds a full reservoir 
of wealth always in readiness to be poured into 
the channel should it by any contingency become 
suddenly empty. Thanks to the existence of 
insurance companies, no sooner is a man’s 
stock, or shop, or factory destroyed, than it is 
again replaced, himself saved from penury, and 
the laborers he employs from idleness and starva- 
tion. 

How much we owe to insurance companiee is 
sometbing indeed of which few men have an 
adequate realization. The world has benefited 
largely by competition in business; but not 
until insurance of all kinds had a firm footing 
did the benefits of competition begin to make 
themselves felt in the commercial world. Com- 
petition in trade and insurance are very closely 
connected. In a business in which the risk is 
great, there will be comparatively little competi- 
tion; profits will be large, and the purchaser or 
consumer will be heavily taxed for the benefit of 
those who engage iu it. The practice of insur- 
ance, by diminishing the amount of risk in 
all branches of commerce, has increased com- 
petition, and done away with the enormous 
profits made by the few to the detriment of the 
many. Were it not for marine insurance, such 
indispensable articles of food as tea and coffee, to 
say nothing of articles of luxury, would be be- 
yond the means of any but the wealthy. It bas 
been frequently pointed Out that the merchant 
marine of the European countries received its 
first great impetus after and in consequence of 
the introduction of the practice of insurance. 
Both ships and buildings are now made better 
and stronger in consequence of the custom of 
inauring them. 

We do not hesitate to say insurance companies 
must rank among the greatest social improve- 
ments ever introduced. Their benefits are ma- 
terial, moral, and social. They cannot prevent the 
happening of great calamities by fire, or flood, or 
pestilence, bu: they may, and they do, rob them 
of more than half their terror, just as the light- 
ning-rod may not annibilate the electric fluid, 
although it conducts it harmless to the earth. 
They are protection to the property-owners. 
They guarantee employment to the laborer. 
They secure the uninterrupted march of 
the production of wealth, They do away 
with the element of risk which would give to 
all business the character of speculation. They 
prevent pauperism, immorality, and crime. 
They encourage industry and frugality. They 
cheapen our food and clothing. They make 
luxuries accessible to us, which without them 
we could not have. They cause us to be better 
housed, and to be securer on the water. They 
bring all mankind into a vast society for mutual 
aid and protection. They inaugurate a brother- 
hood of man. They are the foundation of our 
credit, the basis of our prosperity, the mgis of 
all we have or can hope to acquire, and still there 
are those who will say: Let the insurance 
companies go.” Verily, all the stupidity of the 
country did not exhaust itself in the discussion 
of the currency question during the past winter.

These people 
have now discovered their mistake, and found 
that an ugly passenger has been waked up. 
The final letter of Aug. 4, in answer to Mr. 
Beecher’s imputations upon his. (Moulton's) 
honor, is quite as threatening as the original 
letter from Tilton to Bacon, both on account of 
its subject matter and because it is the letter of 
aman not directly interested in the issue, and 
having no connection with it, except as the 
trustee of certain documeats and papers con- 
fided to him by Beecher and Tilton, and which he 
is now authorized to produce by their joint in- 
structions. 

This letter was brought out by Mr. Beecher 
himself. In his communication to Mr. Moulton, 
bearing the same date, he had charged that gen- 
tleman with conduct which, if true, was very 
dishonorable. The substance of this charge was 
that he (Moulton), whiie holding letters and doc- 
uments belonging to Mr. Beecher in trust, had 
allowed Mr. Tilton access to them for making an 
assault upon him, bad connived at Mr. Tilton's 
garbling of their contents, had even exposed 
them to outsiders, hawked them about in news- 
paper offices, and offered them for sale on the 
street. ‘There are only two ways in which 
to account for the writing of such « 
letter. Either Wir. Beecher felt that 
he was innocent of the charge made against 
him, or, acting under foolish advice, he meant 
the letter to intimidate and bluff Moulton. 
Whatever may have boen the motive, it is quite 
evident that Mr. Beeoher has ceased to be jovial 
and contented under the weight of these 
charges, which, whether true or untrue, ought 
to be sufficient to malte a man perfectly sober. 
He has evidently arrived at the conclusion that 
this is not a trifle to be dissipated with a bon 
mot; that his good name and the hopes of his 
future are at stake; that the men with whom he 
is dealing are in earnest; and that the public 
regards any further levity or concea.ment as in- 
decorous and disgusting. 

Mr. Moulton jogs Mr. Beecher’s memory and 
reminds him that they (Beecher and Moulton) 
were Once mutually apprehensive “lest Mrs. 
Hooker (Mr. Beecher’s sister) should fulfill a de- 
sign which she foreshadowed, to invade your 
pulpit and read to your congregation a confes- 
sion of your intime y with Mrs. Tilton.” When, 
therefore, Mr. Beecher charges upon Moulton 
that he bas disclosed any communications from 
his sister, he reminds him that not only 
has he been faithful to his duty, but 
also that the confession is up to this time se- 
cure, and that Mrs. Hooker has not yet had the 
opportunity to read it in Mr. Beecher’s pulpit. 
When he accuses Mr. Moulton of allowing Mr. 
Tilton to have sccess to his depository of ma- 
terial, he not only affirms that the charge is un- 
true, but intimates that Mr. Tilton not only has 
not bad access to his material, but will bé very 
much surprised to find, when the material is 
made public, that the charge is even worse than 
he made it in the outset. 

The great scandal bas reached the beginning 
of the end. Mr. Moulton will appear before the 
Committee Saturday night, having wisely taken 
time enough to make copies of these documents, 
so that the originals cannot be destroyed. When 
his testimony is all in, and the contents of these 
documents are known, there will be no difficulty 
in forming a judgment, if there be any now. 


LAWLESSNESS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
Schuylkill County, Pa., which is @ pari of the 
Pennsylvania coal region, must, if not a very 
good place to live in, be at least a good point at 
which to study human nature in a state of bar- 
barism mixed with civilization. In Centralia, 
Locust Gap, and Shamokin, the inhabitants are 
aroused every now and then dy an attempt to 
throw a railroad train from the track, an as- 
sassination, or a murder. The Mollie Ma- 
guires, a species of the Ku-Klux, are deter- 
mined to guide the action of the favored in- 
habitants of these quarters, or to see that 
they quit the region entirely. The character 
of the coal region in the past for lawless- 
ness was notorious. Luzerne County Jail still 
b olds many who, many years ago, were leaders 
and participators in the coal-region atrocities. 
It was no unusual thing to hear that a mine 
superintendent or bosa had been dispatched in 
some mysterious manner. Parties did not ven- 
ture out iu the streets in any of the coal towns 
unarmed, nor was it safe to do s. Tue old 
times seem revived since the coal-trade in the 
northern ficlds has become so much depressed. 
Desperadoes ‘ia squads of three or more are 
traveling in all directions about the country. 
Mine-bosses are the special object of their 
hatred and vindictiveness. When these ras- 
cala meet @ mine-boss they have found their 
prey. Only last week efforts were made to 
kill L. E. Judd, Superintendent ef the 
Elk Hill Coal and Iron Company, Dick- 
son; and Alfred L. Green, mine-boss of 
Mr. Jermyn’s collieries. No recson can do 
assigned for these attempts at murder. At 
Providence there have been a number of terrible 
riots. The number shot snd stabbed has been 
very great. The editors of the Scranton Daily 
Republican, whose comments on the proceedings 
of the gangs were not to the liking of the 
desperadoesz, have received from them a notice 
ornamented with coffin, skull, and cross-bones, 
warning them to make their exit out of the 
territory under penalty of death One of the 
employes of the paper was attacked in the city, 
near the railroad, and escaped with his life only 
because he happened to have armed himself 
with a evolver. Incendiaries are busy 
about Carbondale; valuable property has 
already been burned, among which 
special mention is made of a breaker valued 
st €50,000 belonging to the Delaware 4 
Hudson Company.

THE STATE THAT IS CURSED. 
The Republican State Committee of South 
Carolina has issued a call for a convention to 
nominate State officers on the 8th of Meptem- 
ber. The call is supplemented by an address. 
The latter acknowledges the failure to fulfill the 
pledges of 1872 and the necessity of reform; 
declares that the responsibility of the knavery 
has been made chargeable to the colored 
race”; appeals to Republicans of every shade, 
particularly the darkest, to elect decent men; 
exhorts them to work for the paseage of the 
Civil-Rights bill; and closes with a “ hurrah, 
boys,” for the Republican party. As soon as 
this collection of words was in print, the Repub- 
lican press of the North went wildat what it 
termed a proof of reform in the party.“ We 
have bad too much reform in words. A little 
in deeds would not be amisa. In 1871, there was 
this same sort of combination in South Carolina. 
The thieves rolled the shibboleth reform out 
with unctuous satisfaction.

A Man Killed for Attempting to 
Steal a Kiss, 


Minor Criminal Matters. 


Confession of Alexander, the St. Louis 
7 Forger. 

Sr. Lovis. Aug. 6.—Betchel Alexander, 
charged with forging the cotton warehouse re- 
ceipts, made a full statement of his affairs to- 
day, for the benefit of the public as well as bis 
creditors. He says the first forged receipts were 
made last December to prevent a suspension or 
failure in business, and that none have been is- 
suéd since April. The whole amount of spuri- 
ous receipts issued cannot be ascertained, for it 
appears he had new ones to take up old ones, as 
the sums be raised on them became due. In 
the meantime, he used the genuine receipts in 
the usual way, and in July he held nearly 4,000 
bales of cotton, out of the proceeds of which 
he intended to take ub the forged certificates. 
The proceeds of the cotton sold to Phelps 
Bros. & Co. would have reduced the bad receipts 
one-half. The total amount of forged receipts 
now out he says is $167,000, distributed as fol- 
lows: Bank of the West, $42,000; German Sav- 
ings, $24,000; Mechanics’, $20,000; Fourth Na- 
tional, uncovered. $10,000; Third National, 643, 
000; Fuese & Bocker, commission house, $12,- 
000; the Hon. Erastus Wells, $14,000. His assets, 
he asserts, are worth $280,000 ; liabilities, $313,- 
000. He refers to the fact that all 
the money raised on the bogus re- 
ceipts was put mto his business, 
instead of being spiritea away, as evidence that 
he did not intend really to defraud any one. He 
acquits his partners of blame entirely, saying 
they knew nothing whatever of his fraudulent 
transactions. He is still in prison, and wiii prob- 
ably remain there until it is decided what action 
shall be taken in the matter. His creditors held 
a meeting dus evening to discuss what shall be 
done in the premises, but the result has not 
transpired, exander offers to assist in the 
settlement of the affairs of the firm, and says he 
can do it at great savingtothe creditors. He 
says he paid young Shepard $1,000 for making 
the forged signatures.

Affray Between Whites and Negroes 
in Kentucky. ; 
Lovlsvit_z, Ky., Aug. 6.—The Town of Shep- 
herdsville, Bullet County, was the scene of great 
excitement Tuesday last. It appears that oo 
election-day the friends of Carpenter. the Re 
publican candidate for County Judge, distmbuted 
whisky by the bucketful to negroes at the polls. 
There was much drunkenness among them, and, 
@ difficulty arning between them and a white 
man, a large body of negroes pursued him to 
the hotel, but he got out by tne back way. The 
disorder continued next day, and in a difficulty 
between the negroes and a Frenchman he shot 
and killed the ring-leader of the mob. The 
infuriated negroes pursued bim, and 
he also took refuge in the botel. 
The negroes surrounded the hotel 
and with drawn pistols demaaded his surrender. 
Meanwhile people collected and the danger of a 
bloody collision wes imminent. The negroes 
finally dispersed. During the disturbance aud 
to-day whites from the surrvunding country 
have been coming to town, and there are great 
fears that a collision between the negroes and 
whites may yet occur.

ANGLING ALDERMEN. 


Pewavxer, Wis., Ang. 6.—The Aldermanic 
fishing excursionists slept soundly last night, and 
awoke this morning with brilliant expectations 
of the day’s sport before them.

| THE OHIO RIVER DISASTER. 


Thrilling Incidents---Exhibitions of 
Heartlessness. , 


Number of Lost Now Stated at 
Twenty-five, 


Crvcrwwatt, O., Aug. 6.—In addition to those 
who were reported lost off the steamer Pat 
Rogers yesterday, the tollowing are now believed 
to have been drowned: Anna Cook and two 
children of Simon Géstner, Ciocinnati; the wife 
and child of “Dr. T. Gibbons, Madison, Ind. ; 
A. M. Botts, North Carolina; James Smith, 
deck-hand. 

F. M. Stone, of North Carolina, was badly 
burned; also, John G. Hughes, the mate. They 
arrived in this city last night. : 

THE GREATEST MISFORTUNE 
consisted in the fact that the fire occurred in 
that particular part of the river. Just there the 
river was at such a stage that it was impossible 
for the boat to reach the shore, drawing as much 
water as she did. The limit of time be- 
tween the first alarm and the time when 
everybody had left the boat is said to have 
been twenty minutes. At this time there 
wasadry landing on the starboard side, only 
thirty yards distant, but the wall of flame was 
intervening. Ou the larboard side the land was 
a long distance. The wind was blowing toward 
the nearest shore, and drove the flames in tht 
duection. Maoy of those who got tothe nearest 
shore are disfigured for life, the exposed parts of 
their botles being actually roasied by the ex- 
cessive heat, 

Ove of the most thrilling and 

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES 
was that of Miss J. Williams, of Louisville. 
Miss Williams, throwing away her valise and 
extra clothing, secured the services of a gentie- 
man in throwing Overboard acrate of peaches, 
and leaped im after it with a life-preserver. 
When she attempted to cling to the crate, how- 
ever, it revolved like a reel in the water. For 
two terriole hours she struggled with the reiraco- 
tory box, and had just elosed her eyes in despair 
when she wag drawn into a skiff by Mr. Haff, 
who rendered such signal service in half a dozen 
other cases. 

Miss Rowden, of Louisville, jumped from the 
boat toward’ the Indiana shore, and the hungry 
tongues ot flame, licking along the surface of 
the water, horribly barnt her head aod face. 
She had no life-preserver, and only secured one 
end of a plank by clinging to the pantaioon-leg 
ol aman whoswam past ber. She says that, 
while moving through the water, several gasp- 
ing, drowning wretches extended their hands 
toward her, some even grasping her hair aud 
tearing out baudfuls in their terror. 

THE LAST LIVING OBJECT 
seen on board of the boat was a little child, 8 or 
4 years Of age, running about and screaming 
with affight, surrounded by tbe flames, and its 
legs, arme, and face exposed to the terrible heat. 

THE SEGRO CREW BEHAVED BADLY, 
hurrying off the boat before there was any immi- 
pent danger, and movopolyivg ali available 
means of support. Two colored and one white 
mau rowed away iu thé lite-boat, that could have 
been made to convey twenty or thirty people 
ashore, 

THE SEARCH FOR BODIES.

Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon, four bodies had 


been recevered by a party dragging the tiver at 
Aurora. One was tbe barber, Minor Muntz; one 
a young lady, supposed to be from Covington, 
Kv., and the other two were an unknown man 
and womaa. 

LATEST. 

The bodies of Ferd Welter, Mrs. Smith, and 
Miss Cook, of Madison, Ind., have been recoy- 
ered from the river at the scene of the Pat 
Rogers disaster, near Aurora. 

Further investigation has shed no additional 
light on the origin of the fire, except to dissipate 
the suspidion which rested ov a negro mau dis- 
charged from the boat’s employ. 

The number on board, all told, is supposed to 
have been 70. The list cannot be had. 

REPORTS OF THE LOST 

have ranged from 16 to 28 people. Probab!ly 25 
is the number nearest the fact. Citizeus and 
passengers do not attach blame to the Captain 
aud officers. At all events. it has not been ex- 
pressed. The suspense and uncertainty as to 
the fate of the missing has added intensity to 
the painful interest felt in the calamity here. 
At - time 45 persons are known to have been 
saved. 

A private dispatch from Aurora states that the 
name of the white wretch who acted the coward 
in leaving the passengers to perish has been 
ascertained, and that neither of the men belong 
to the boat's crew. 

The latest intelligence confirmsthe fear that the 
number of persons perished is pear thirty.
